made., It is idle to lock the stable
after the horse has been stolen.
What will it avail to show

that the Union Pacific built branches
without authority of law, or that it
guaranteed bonds in direct defiznce of
its charter? The ntmost the govarn-
ment conll do, ssive from the prosecu-
tion of half & dozen pfficials, would be
to take the maln line of the Union Pa-
cific, and the stockbolders would prob-
sbly rejoice if this were done, if they
could retsin the branches, which are
really the only paying portions of the
Caton Pacific system. It was, doubt-
less, a violation of the Union Pacific
charter, to comstruct a branch and guar-
antee the bonds, but it wae a wise and
commendable violstion in every in-
stance except in Lthe case of the Oregon
Bbhort Line, that immense white
elephant which wes, seemingly, con-
structed for the purpose of putting
money into the pockets of the builders,
sod not to belp the Union Pacifie. The
other branches, so far ay we know, are
ull valunble, The Utah & Northern or
years enabled the Union Pacific to pay
dividends, and {s to-dsy a paying road
and & usefnl feeder to the main hine.

The investigation will expose many
irregularities on the part of the Union
Pxoific and other subsidiged roads, Sut
bow it is going to belp matters, only the
Congressman who drafted the bill will
be able to understand.

TaE reosrecTors and mine owners on
the Western borders of the Territory,
in the Desp Ureek conntry, are clamor-
ous for a railway, and they olaum ghility
to demonstrate that the construction ol
& line to them would be & profitable in-
vestment. Itls certaln that the dis-
trict comtains immense quantities of
lead and silver ores, and while much of
these are of low grade, there is some of
the richer class, as considerable lots
have been transported by team to the
Central Pacifie, more than 8 hundred
miles distant. [t is believed that with
a railroad ronoing into the camp, and
cheap rates of freight, Deep Creek will
become one of the most produoctive dis-
tricts in the country. Without s rail-
way it is impossible to work the mines,
a8 the ore will not pay the heavy cost of
transportation by mules, The mstter
is worthy the investigation and consid-
eration of both the Union Pacific snd
Denver & Rio Grande,
